The Turn of the Tide 
Arthur Bryant (New York* Doubleday, 195?) 

Here is another of the many memoirs of V/orld War II as taken 
from the diary of Pield-Marshal lord Alanbrooke frcm the years 
1939-1943 and enlarged upon by the author. The diary itself 
was somewhat unusual in that it comprised a series of lock bound 
note books in which Brooke attempted each evening to enter the 
days events for transmittal to his wife, stressing his ctan view- 
points and opinions. As a result there are long passages of 
trivia which, to the military mind, might well have been omitted 
frcm this volume, I do not believe, the present day student of 
World War II is interested in a vivid description of the view . ■ 
from the Hotel in Casablanca while world shattering plans are 
being discussed in the adjoining rooms. 

For the American military student, we have another example 
of the British attempt to show their mastership of strategy,- ' 
and a number of blunt statements to the effect that there was a 
lack of strategic knowledge among the leaders of their .American 
Allies, Brooke says candidly that he often wondered since the 
war how different matters might have been if he had MacArthur 
instead of Marshall to deal with, "Fran everything I saw of him, 
I put him down as .the greatest general of the war." And yet, 
MacArthur was behind Aimiral King, who, apparently was always 
a thorn in the side of Brooke, insisting on the fight in the 
Pacific. Many times Brooke indicates his almost complete ig- 
norance of the pacific situation,, which will not prompt an Am- 
erican to accept Montgomery's opinion that Brooke was "The great- 
est soldier, sailor, or airman produced by any country taking 
part in the last war." Montgomery must h^ve made the statement 
with tongue in cheek, since Monty «s moat recent literary effort 
indicates he might apply the some statement to himself* 

It appears to this reader that Brooke's greatest days are 
those prior to the evacuation of the British Expeditionary 
Forces at Dunkirk, prom the day of mobilization, 3 Sept 1939 
to withdrawal from Prance in May 1940, there is nothing but 
action on the part of Bsooke' * he seemed to be everywhere. 

Early in the x*ar, in Oct of 1939* he was aware of the 
magnitude of the refugee and displaced persons problem. In 
the area of Lille he saw the swarms of Belgians, Poles and dis- 
placed Saar miners and even Italians, with the "opportunities 
for spying unlimited, h t^ forward area is still craned with 
civilians that ought to be evacuated, and no. real serious, efforts 
seem to be made to organize civilian labour to prepare defenses 
that ore essential ... I feel that the Germans would h*ve 
been tackling the situation very differently.". 
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later in May 1940 f a few days before the evacuation he 
noted the "refugee problem was getting Worse and worse," 

During the winter months Brooke had worked out a scheme 
for the evacuation of 80Q f 000 of the population of the Lille 
area to northwest France., which was put into effect* But 
they had run into German airaored forces and were congesting 
all roads in an effort to return Home* The problem was sol-* 
ved by turning them over to the Pref et at Lille who took over 
and handled the situation* 

Reference to Belgian Officers above impresses this reader 
with the complete lack of trust on the part of Brooke with the 
French high command and mony Belgian officers* It appeared 
to him the French were more interested ir good food than in 
discussing strategy , He doubted the ability of both allies to 
stand up to the German advance, and in this he was Correct • 
About this time he sings his praises for his own cmpatriots - 
first among -them Montgomery - a close alliance which continued 
until the end of the war, and which has been all too frequents 
ly-' documented io be repeatel here* It is amusing to note that 
in a long distance telephone conversation with Monty at the 
height of the -campaign in Africa many months later , Brooke told 
Monty he had not read a dispatch from jilexander because, he was 
•going .grouse sliooting, and could not «remain in touch with the 
strategic situation whilst in a grouse-butt «* Thus the British 
mind* 

While the book is full of superlatives for his- compatriots* 
he reserves the greated-praise for Churchill, whan he had naver 
met until 14 June 1940, and then over the telephone* Here em- 
inences the real. theme of the book * the strategic .planning for 
global victory by these t«o great British leaders* After b6- 
coming Chief of the Imperial General Staff in November 1941*. 
Churchill took Brooke- into his innermost confidence even re- 
lating his plan for bringing the US into the war* "Trying to 
.ensure, that under any .given circumstances the US' would also 
be brought in • • • « When the Japanese solved that problem 
on 7 Ite.cember 1941#.the loss of US Naval, strength -was of less 
importance .than the fact that the US was in # The nex^ day at 
a Chief a of Staff meeting when it was suggested *t he- -cautious ' 
approach to iSmerica be continued t the -Prime Minister ^answered* " 
*0h|. that is the way we talked to her while we were wooing her; 
now.thnt she.. is in- the harem, we talk to h-ar quite differently** 

$rcn the entrance of the US into the war, the book be- 
^omes^ controversial and at tines contains information which , in- 
dicates a lack of proper research as to the facts, 

Brooke found President Roosevelt a- chaining man, wise in 
.politics hut not well versed in -strategy * the same position in 
which he sometimes placed the Prime Minister.*. Efe -respected . 



Harry Hopkins, who had influence even if he did not have an 
office* He respected Marshall ~ his opposite member - for his 
organizational ability but criticized Marshall's strategic 
knowledge and ability. 

He admired. Eisenhower for his personality and ability to. 
handle the political situation among the Allies but "had little 
confidence in his ability to handle the military situations 
confronting hiin" in North Africa* Brooke takes full credit 
for the North African Operation (Torch) and claims for the 
progressive success in Sicily and Italy thus making him the 
master mind of the var. I cm sure many will refute this assump- 
tion* 

It -is regretoble the respect and affection in which Brooke 
was held by his close American associates was not more fully 
reciprocated. 

His was the top planning responsibility on a world wide 
basis with assists from Marshall and all the other Joint Chiefs 
of Staff* Only history will tell whether his criticisms were 
correct*

to fight it. In tiiis bo;k the renowned Director of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation has presented o loyn-.n's guidebook for 
understanding* identifying, and coobatting the Conraunist con- 
spiracy in this country. Masters of Deceit contains a ponetgrat- 
ing analysis of the structure and organization of the itoerican 
Communist party, and a vivid description of the strategy and 
tactics which it used in attempting to further the goals of

These excellent memoirs, tracing the path which Montgomery 
took an a military career of fifty years duration, illuminate 
the complex personality of the field-Marshal as no other book 
ras yet done. Here is a career of unusual scope, described 
with no attempt at great writing by a man who hammered his 
way to fame. The book is important for the light it casts 
upon Montgomery himself- essential to an understanding of 
his military philosophy, indispensable to the military his- 
torian • and valuable to the student of military leadership. 
As such, it deserves reading by all officers. Of particular

Civil Affairs and Military Government. 

„ Stoe'ProMeos which Montgomery faced at tte end of World 
War n, as commander of the 21st Army Group, were appalling. 
m his words, »I had suddenly become responsible for the go- 
vernment and well-being of about twenty million Germans 
{.including one and one-half million German soldiers). Tre- 
mendous problems would be Required to be handled and if thev 
were not solved before the winter began, nany Germans would 
die of starvation, exposure, and disease*" Transport and 
communication services had ceased to function and industry 
and agriculture were largely at a. standstill. The popu-- ■ 
lation had to be fed, housed, and kept free from disease, 
in 1ii at order* ' 

Since no other form of governmental organization to 
govern the British zone of Germany had been evolved by 
Montgomery's political superiors, he imposed Military Govern- 
ment' through the Army as a temporary expedient . Corps, divi- 
sion, brigade and regimental headquarters were given areas ' 
of responsibility corresponding to the local civil counties, 
boroughs, rural districts, and so on. At the same time, he 
moved to establish the civil divisions of- the Allied Control 
Council in Germany as quickly as possible, so that these 
divisions could begin dealing with local German governmental 
units themselves. 

Through a series of public messages to'the German popu-' 
lation, Montgomery explained his purposes, the method of de- 
mobilization he intended to employ and the reasons for it 
(to gather up the arms and return agricultural workers to 
SXr tenr f st fle&is), and the policy of non-fraternization. 
"U'-e are) determined that you should- learn your lesson — 
not only that you have been defeated, which you must know 
by now, but that you, your nation, were again guilty of be- 
ginning the war. * * # (E)very nation is responsible for 
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SiJ?'"** , !! J*"? 8 "^ ^e policy of non~fraterni- 
zation was relaxed by degrees throughout the summer of 1945. 

Montgomery found the attitude of the German population to 
be on the whole correct. They were willing to obey any or- 
ders issued to them, their chief fear being that ttey might 
be t.urned over to the Russians. Generally, they believed 
that there would sooner- or later be another war to stop the 
march of Asiatic hordes, led by Russia, into Western Europe* 

*u D i ffifrultie s with the Russians began on the very day .that 
the Commanders-in-Chief signed the Allied declaration regar- 
ding the unconditional surrender of Germany and inaugerated 
the Control Council. Marshal Zhukov would not discuss esta- 
bjasfting Control Council machinery— or even allow reconnais- 
sance parties into Berlin until the American and British tac- 
tical units withdrew within the boundaries of their respec- 
tive zones. It was finally agreed that African and British 
troops would withdraw to their zones in Germany at the same 
•p£? e «2? 4 RlJssian troo I» withdrew to their zone in Austria* 
* x? ritish and u ; s » forces were also given access to Berlin 
at the same time (July 1-4, 1945). . 

It became clear to MontgoiiEry that the Russians were not 
going to agree to the reconstitution of Germany as one eco- 
nomxc^whole. He considered it- a grave error to divide Ger- 
many into- three separate zones, but, this decision having 
been made, he set about putting his owi house in order* 
Montgomery succeeded in getting enough workers into the ' 
fields to bring -in the harvest, coal production was raised, 
but only slowly, the fishing industry revived, and transpor- 
tation facilities encouraged. Tradition: lly, Eastern Germany 
tedproduced a surplus of food to feed the Astern area, while 
west Germany was the manufacturing heartland; Since the Rus- 
sians were "creating a desert in their zone «, Montgomery 
could expect no food supplies from that source. All of this 
meant short rations and cold houses during the coming winter. 

Politically, Montgomery encouraged tte restoration of local 
self-government on democratic principles. He psrmitted trade 
unionism to grow naturally, without pressure, so that unions 
would not fall into fascist or communist hands. Nazis were 
purged from office without exception and the judicial system 
overhauled. So far as education was concerned, it was neces- 
sary to eradicate all Nazi teaching and ideology from text- 
books and screen all school faculties before scliools and 
universities could be reopened. 

By October 1945, it was ctear to Montgomery that the Rus- 
sians would never permit Pour-Power government of Germany 
as a whole, and that the Western powers must prepare for a 
continuous struggle over a period of years. This meant that 
it was no longer practicable to de-industrialize the Ruhr. 
£S™ n F® a ""2* Produce goods to exchange for food in the 
!!°ffl^ rk ! t 5 Western Germany, the Kediterrahean, and Libya 
2£«S «* 3? i m !f * be ^ld-on tte other tend, there was no 
Chance of dislodging the Russians from the Balkans. Adequate 
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strength in tSrnmod services had to bo nainta^d, since 
the Hussions understood nothing else* 

Meanwhile* the transition was taking place froo o completely 
mlitary nachine set up by the 21 st Amy Group to a civilian 
organization in which there was a Oeman administration with 
British civilian control at the top* In the first phase, 
Corps District Germanders dealt with the local population 
through their own Military Government staffs. In the second 
phase f Regional Ccnnissioners were trained to replace Corps 
District Commanders as Military Governors* In the third 
phase f Corps District Commanders ceased being Military Governors* 
In the fourth phase, personnel of Military Goverment detach- 
ments were gradually transferred to a civilian status and 
their strength much reduced* 

In the third phase, put into effect about April 191*6* Corps 
District Commanders had no responsibility for civil admin- 
istration other than as troop commanders called up to act- 
in support of the civil power or to lend if some adminis- 
trative assistance* 

In phase four* the red essence of the change was the shift 
from actual government by the military fc-ces to self-govern- 
ment by the Geimans with British control ana supervision 
exercised by British civilians. Military forces were reserved 
for emergency use only* 

Montgomery mokes the important point th-vb the tine to expect 
trouble in an occupied country is when things seen to be im- 
proving, i. e. ., when the local population hns sufficient food 
and is keeping **am. It is then that they will see that the 
recovery of their nation will not necessarily benefit them? 
because of reparations, a nd rapid demobilization would lead 
to substantial unemployment. This is fertile ground in irtiich 
the seeds of discontent and trouble can te sown, and require 
the maintenance of adequate troop strength. Moreover, the 
period of National Socialism before the war was a time of 
full employment and a high standard of living for the German 
people. To' prevent thorn from looking backward with longing 
to those days, during their present period of misery and want, 
Montgomery outlined several positive steps which had to be 
taken» 

Montgomery pressed his political superiors to reach agreement 
as to what the western border of Germany was to be. "Vfe 
must tell the German people what Germany is to consist of«» 
Second, a higher level of industry for Germany had to be 
permitted, so that a reasonable standard of living could be 
attained, unemployment lessened, and the Western Zones mode 
self-sufficient. Some sort of central administration had 
to be provided for the Western Zones. Fourth, an immediate 
xncrease in the food ration was essentia}. Fifth, the growth 
of aemocratic political organizations hou ^o'bs encouraged 
and the process of de-nfezification completed.- Sixth, con- 



tacts with the outside world should be encouraged so that 
the Gemans could study a new ideology to replace that of 
the Nazis* Six* the whole age group f 18 - 25 years f who hod 
been brought up in an atmosphere of National Socialise had 
to be reeducated* Seventh, the younger children had to be 
educated correctly* 

Although Montgomery did not ranoin or the job to see these 
aims carried out «~ having been appointe 7; Chief of the Imperial 
General Staff — his successors did, and Monty's early conclu« 
sions turned out to be sound. These nenoirs well illustrate 
that, in the field of Civil /if fairs and Military Goverment, 
no area nay be allowed to lie tenpornrily*doraant, it is 
necessary to advance on oil fronts at once*

it dwarfs any other episode of the Second World War. Few battles 
in History hove, a better title than the battle of Stalingrad to 
rank among the 'decisive bottles of the world". Few military 
defeats, hove been so complete and overwhelming as that which 
overtook Hitler »» forces at tho hands of the Soviet armies in the 
spring of I945. 

From the summer of I941 to the summer of 1944, large ports - 
400,000 square miles - of the Soviet Union were under Geroan 
occupation. *or the next year, several millions of forcer s oviet 
citizens were* under G eroan control as soldiers, prisoners, laborors 
and refugees. ■ *11 told, approximately 65 million people fell under 
^eroan rule during tho course of tae ^uesjion G aopaign. 

Dallin presents, exclusively from the Geroan side, a thorough 
and detailed account of the policies and actions of the Geroan 
authorities, civil and military, in thoir dealings with occupied 
Soviet- territory and with Soviet citizons. 

In the author*s own words, this is the way he set about doing 
it* * Part I of this book essays to describe the historical setting 
of the Geroan invasion in 1941, the motivation of tho German leader- 
ship, the first oonth of the war, and the. organization of Geroan 
occupation government. Part II surveys German long-range goals, 
with particular emphasis on the national question, and their im- 
plementation in the various areas of occupation - Ukraine. Belo- 
russia, Baltic States, Caucasus, Cyimoa and Groat Russia proper - 
each reflecting a different set of Geroan promises, practices and 
personalities, and provoking bitter disputes cnans tliom.

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areas, such as agriculture ond industrr, prisoners, of war and 
f.rccL l-.:.Ur s cultoro, vUucction en a J.^i/.i^* Jin-rlly, Pert 
IV discusses German political policy, propaganda, and utili- 
zotion of defectors, and concludes with a sketch of the *political 
warfare* experiments in the last year of the war*" 

Dollin, of ..spcesslty, delfoited his territory rather strictly. 
He has excluded -altogether military operations.- ond diplomacy. He 
has node no attempt to paint a picture of conditions in the occupied 
regions* of the Soviet Union*' 

^ The fabric he weaves is in many «• indeed in Dost ~ respects a 
horrifying story. Cruelty ond brutality hove boon comoon enough in 
all ages, especially in war. But it. may bo doubted whether *hoy 
have been so unrestrainedly indulged in oodern t foe's or on so vast 
a^ scale* It is certain that they have never been practiced in so 
whole-hearted and unashamed a way by a people possessing all the 
veneer of on educated civil izati>n. For this reason it is un- 
necessary to draw up on indictment of German policy on Geraon 
a ?*V 1 ? S - in .' the Sovici; Tfoion* It is only necessary to quote the 
official directives, and to odd that there is aople evidence that 
they were faithfully carried out so long as. it remained physically 
possible to do so. This Dallin ably does. There is scarcely o 
sign of dissent fro©, or protest against , any measure prescribed or 
recoDoendedi except * and that rarely enough r on grounds of to-. 
practicability or of incompotability with sorao other directive, 

When the Wohrmocht smashed into Russia, Hitler had plans 
for military victory and for gathering victories economic fruits, 
but none for enlisting the help of the Ru^sicn peonle o/zainst the 
Stalinist systoo. he was pledged to destroy. 

The treatoent of human beiigsfrom. regions beyond the eastern 
frontiers of the Reich was notable fron the first* in Dallin's 
words, for »the carefree way in which all huoan and political 
implications were ignored," Hitler*s original desire to exclude 
these Untermenschen fron Geroon soil broke down owing to the need 
for »subhuDan» labor. Fron? the ooroent of the first victorious 
campaign in the summer of 1941, prisoners of w-r were "carried 
off and put to work in Germany to sustain the war efforts,' Froro 
the beginning of 1942, the recruitment of the civilian population 
in occupied territories, at first voluntarily, later under the. 
most sovege procedures of compulsion, went on and car loads of 
men ond women from White Bussia and the Ukraine were dispatched 
to Germany totaling in the end 2,800,000 people. 

Towards these millions transported to Geroany and those left 
behind in Geroan control toe policy was clearly defined: »Jt 
is a matter of total indifference to me (said Himraler) how the 
Russians, how the Czechs, fare „ . , Whether the other peoples 
live in plenty or whether they crook froo hunger, interests ve 
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only to the extent thot we need them as alaves for our culture; 
otherwise it aoes not intercut s.c*» Hitler f orb, .e ouy i u-sur.o 
of medical care,,, sanitation or public health for the subject 
Jyopulntions* *No vaccinntion for the Russians .and no soap to 
get the dirt -off them. But let them have oil the vodka and to- 
bbacco they wont (designed to counteract the alarmingly high birth-, 
rate)*" 

An "Ostminis.terium* under Rosenberg was created for civil 
administration of the occupied territories t and a sworn of sec** 
ond-rate administrators, nicknamed "golden pheasants »* moved in 
to positions of authority and luxury to exploit the resources 
and the "natives* of what was sometimes- referred to as "Ger** 
oany's India** 

Rosenberg was plunged immediately into the chaos of per- 
sonal and jurisdictional conflicts that characterized the 
* authoritarian anarchy* of National Socialise The result - 
"Ostpolitik" **as seldom made in the Ostministerium* ' 

Economic policy in the occupied territory was formulated 
in two basic directions, known disrespect ively as *Brown Camel" 
and "Green Jackass*; it amounted to mere colonial exploitation 
and was unsuccessful* 

Expediency compelled slow and grudging changes of policy 
but almost in every aspect of *Ostpolitik« there was too little 
understanding and what understanding there was invariably cane 
too late* 

The German occupation of Russian was an economic failure, 
ultimately a Dilitary failure but above all a political failure* 

iltfcough D a llin elaborately docuoents his conclusion that 
German occupation of Russia was a failure in every sense because 
it consisted of a narrowly self -centered despoiling of Eastern 
manpower and resource and the absence of any constructive or 
benevolent steps which he attributes to the basic efficiency 
of National Socialism itself, to dote the Vest's Dilitary and 
political leaders have given little indications of great interest 
or clarity or enlightenment on subjects like "political war- 
fare" and "occupation***

When the GLscalced Carmelite Fathers came from' 
Austria, Italy and Spain and founded a Monastery in 
Prague, after four years of miserable existence 
due to poverty and the chaos of the country, thel 
Miraculous Infant of Prague was brought to them by! 
the aged Princess Polyzena Lobkoeitz with the pro-! 
phetic words, 

»As long as you honor Me you shaU not want." 

It would seem, relates the early historian- 
of Prague, Father Emmerich, that the merciful Father 
wished to say to the sorely tried brethren: "See and !

I am Beading your book, "Masters of Deceit. " It is a paper bound c 
Cardinal Giant. On page 40 there is a paragraph that disturbs me, one 
sentence in particular. It reads - 'Peasants were compelled to live in 
giant cooperatives. ' 

As you see by the paper I am using, I work for a cooperative and I believe ♦ 
that cooperatives have a place and serve a useful purpose in the American 
economy. 

I am just wondering if your use of the word 'cooperatives' means that you 
consider that Russian or Communist' Cooperatives are in any way connected 
with or are in the same 'League' with American Cooperatives. 

As I have understood from what I have been able to read about the subject, 
Communist 'Cooperatives* are not cooperatives as we understand them in 
the United States- Just as Communist 'Trade Unions' or Communist , 
'Democracy' are entirely different from the American ideas about these terms. 

I I think your book should be required reading for any thinking citizen. 

I know in a vaque way that Communism is antagonistic to the American way of 
life. I have read several books and articles about the subject by persons who have 
had direct contact with Communism, but I could never make myself come to a 
real understanding of how immediate the danger is. It seems almost fantastic 
to think that such things could be taking place here and now. Unitl I began reading 
your book, Communism, to me, was rather like the Spanish-Inquisition of 
the sixteenth century. Something far away in time and place. Instead, it is 
here-just outside the door, and in some cases already inside the room. 
Thank you for your book. Keep us informed. I suppose it must be discouraging 
sometimes to keep crying out-rDanger-when it seems so few listen. Or perhaps 
more people are listening-and thinking-and acting-than I know of.

Some passages in the Scriptures seem ob- 
scure because we are not familiar with the 
figures of speech, and, scholars do not 
agree on the meaning of their imagery. 

However, some Divine Truths are so of- 
ten expressed by the same figures that 
we cannot fail to see their meaning. The 
color red for opposition to God is one of 
these. 

The serpent of Gen. 3:1— unmistakably 
the red dragon of Rev. 12:3, 9— must head 
the list . . . Sin is often referred to as 
red: "Though your sins may be scarlet, 
they shall he as white as snow." Is. 1:18 
. . . War, we find in Rev. 6:4, is depicted 
as a red horse whose rider was given 
power to take peace from the earth. Nahum 
in Chapter 2 describes the conquest of Nin- 
eveh by the Babylonians and Medes in 
terms of that color: "The shield of his 
mighty men is made red, the valiant men 
are in scarlet." 

Yet by no means are all Biblical refer- 
ences to this color of adverse import. In 
all its different shades of scarlet, crimson 
— and even purple in ancient times— the 
color red was "used in dress and interior 
decoration. The decor of both the Taber- 
I nacle and the Temple included these 
shades.

Having Just finished rereading your valuable ^^sters^of Decei 
find there are still one or two points that seem to me ffoHae&T 
fication. 

First, Section 8 of Part 3 (Why Do people Become Communists?) seems 
to me rather inadequate in spite of the fact that it is very compre- 
hensive. Let me put it this way (I may fumble a little, but I desire 
to be very clear). As a general rule a person acts only according to 
his own advantage, fancied or actual. What George Washington said about 
nations being trusted only when their advantage was in plain sight 
applies equally to individuals. In my own book communists can be divi- 
ded into two classes, Damned Crooks and Damned Fools, the first number- 
ing all officials of the party and the second everyone else* Now this 
second class is astonishingly large and, to my mind, astonishingly 
impersonal. Take ouf classic "life, liberty and the pursuit of happi- 
ness": with the communist, his life is held precariously; he has np 
liberty and his pursuit of happiness is highly dubious. There mu^tl be 
something more; and while I cannot put this "something more" in exa£>t 
terms I can roughly define it by saying that it partakes of a ps^ido 
religious nature. In fact, it is rather like the Crusades, thos#^ass 
movements which were engendered by Jackasses and ctarried out by a mix- 
ture of hysterics and thugs for a very dubious end. It doesn f t $eemj 
to me that anything as hair-brained as? communism could attract the 
followers it has in any other way or on any other terms. (The repudi^ 
tion by communism of religion seems to indicate that they too realizf 
the truth of this*). Communism is the universal substitute not only 
for common sense but for the hardly acquired knowledge of the ages v 

Further, I wonder if we are not making u a ^mistake in thinking we are v 
fight ly communism at all. If the Russians want to paint themselves 
_red and walk about on thefer hands what do I care?, t just so long as 
they confine their vargaries to their own country! It really doesn[?J£! 
matter to me what goes on in Russia just so long as they don ! t try t^r; 
: import it; and, moreover, import it by forcible means. What we are ^\\ 
'actually fighting is the same old imperialism that has raised unlimirr »* 
ted hell with civilization since the dawn of recorded history. SpeakMJ 
ing for myself y I am + vigorously against all imperialism, against all t/& 
proselytzing of any kinder even of democracy - I have ,a T imapJ^fi^^^pi nfe-h 
foreign missions - because' it seems to me that it always, in the long 
run, leads to 'trouble. , If a people or a person needS|^q^t^Sn@5^ou 
have, give .it to them b^&ll means, if you can spare it!, bufe 




never force it on them, even though you feel it may b^nnfinrg: 
good. In the present instance we are fighting something tha* 

I is bad - so much the stronger may it make us! - but good 
fight is there just the same. Communism is probably only 
the pan; at most it is a bad excuse for the imperialism 
our curse for centuries. Now we must fight both.
